There is no teching in the art or the specification that the isoelectric point is the only physico-chemical property responsible for solubility 
and helpful for the purification of peptides. With regard to the 102(b) rejection, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
becauseTarnowski et al. do teach a specified isoelectric point for the combined peptide of about 8.0 or greater (column 16, lines 29-30, 
claim 1). 
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
